Originated by Mr. Wm. Henry Maule, of Phila- 
delphia, and now offered by the Peacock Dahlia 
Farms. A great improvement over Mrs. Roosevelt, 
being of the same size but a much stronger and 
more upright grower of branching habit and long 
straight stems, in marked contrast to the rigid 
drooping stems of Mrs. Roosevelt. 


We call attention to the spray of blooms to 
show the way the flowers are carried on the 
stems. Some idea of the immense size of the flow- 
ers can be had by comparison with the leaves, 
which are very large and broad themselves. Ob- 
serve the budded shoot to the left and the im- 
mense bracts, and note how erectly the bud is

earried, also the single flower, which shows its 
exquisite formation; it lacks that harsh shade 
found in Mrs. Roosevelt, having the same deli- 
eate pink tint of that international favorite, Mrs. 
Gladstone, and the beautiful full center of Nym- 
pheea. 


As seen in the flower, the petals are of such 
immense length that the bracts do not show and 
there is no hard green center at any stage of de- 
velopment. ‘The plants are very strong and vigor- 
ous, growing 4 to 5 feet high; of branching habit, 
and an early and profuse bloomer.

As it was a result of a cross of 20th 
Century and Mrs. Roosevelt, it, however, in- 
herited one very bad trait of Mrs. Roosevelt, the 
crooked rigid stems. Rose Pink Century not only 
has a very long and absolutely straight stem 2 to 3 
feet long, but is of immense size, 6 to 7 inches 
across, and a clear rose pink color—the color 
found in A. D. Livoni—and will therefore sup- 
plant the old Pink Century. ‘The piants are per- 
fect giants, growing 5 to 6 and even 7 feet high, 
with an immense stalk and heavy branches. Even 
the roots respond to the giant; single tubers are 
sometimes 10 inches long, and 3 inches in 
diameter, and the neck approaching the 
erown is 2 inches thick, in contrast with 
the majority of single Dahlias, which can- 
not be handled without breaking the necks 
of tubers, rendering clumps worthless. The
